ly detection I am now at least 99 
sure that I'm free from it and have 
a happy healthy life in front of me. 


So many limes I've heard women 
say they “don’t bave the time‘, It 
used to bother me a little, now it in- 
furiates me, I can talk until I’m 
blue in the face, but it doesn't do 
any good if no one listens. If T can 
show just one woman the import- 
ance of the Pap Test, and if that 
wotan has cancer, and is cured, 
then my sharing: my experience will 
not be in vain,
